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Let the Buyer Beware! 
Let the Buyer Rejoice!

W ith the promise of 
more clement 
weather in the 

offing, it will soon be time again 
for open flea markets and yard 
or estate sales, many of which 
appear to have opportunities for 
coin collectors. Those little trays 
or bins of miscellaneous 
numismatic items are always 
fun to look through, and 
sometimes, though not 
increasingly of late, you can 
find a “treasure.” But, and 
here’s the important point, you 
have to know what you’re 
looking at. 

As apart from the 
informal atmosphere of the front 
lawn, there is a more structured 
realm of numismatic 
merchandising, which exists 
somewhere between the yard 
sale and the major dealer. For a 
variety of reasons, you cannot 
always rely on all sellers for 
absolutely accurate information 
regarding an item. Many small, 


or vest pocket dealers, have 
particular areas of information 
and expertise; however, once 
they pass beyond the borders of 
their own part of the 
numismatic world, things can 
get shaky. 

Now, on the plus side, 
dealers in Canadian or 
American coins tend to be 
pretty sharp in the issues of 
their country of interest. They, 
and the buyer, share in the same 
resources. The reference books 
are standard. Systems of 
grading are clearly established 
and well understood. Current 
pricing is readily available. But 
this expertise can drop off 
quickly, for example, once a 
Canadian dealer gets outside of 
Canadian coins or an American 
beyond the issues of the United 
States. 

As a consideration, let 
us shift our attention to such 
areas as world coins, paper 
money and medals, or to

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antiquities (ancient Greek or 
Roman, Byzantine, or the world 
of medieval Europe), or to the 
various and curious issues from 
the Orient. If a collector has an 
interest in any of these venues, 
then he or she may be “one up” 
on the dealer and have some 
sense of what the coin is and 
what it might be worth. The 
seller, on the other hand, might 
have a less finely tuned and 
more inflated notion of the 
merchandise, and therein may 
reside a point of friction. 

When it comes to pitting 
your own knowledge against the 
“unknown”, easily the simplest 
and most enjoyable 
circumstance is an encounter 
with a good old-fashioned “junk 
box.” In this case, the rules are 
clear. The seller doesn’t know 
or doesn’t care what’s in the 
box - all that is wanted is the 
price asked (fifty cents or a 
dollar, as these things tend to be 
real bargain basements). If the 
buyer finds a treasure, as in 
“one man’s junk is another 
man’s treasure”, then so much 
the better, all the way around. 

A second variation on 
knowledge of a coin is when the 
seller believes he has some solid 
idea of what the item is, and its 
condition, rarity and (hence) 


value. You will notice that I’ve 
left marketability and general 
collector interest off this list. 

When a sense of 
“belief’ enters the seller’s 
outlook, there is a good chance 
that all will not always work 
out well. To begin with, there 
are a few common and still held 
misconceptions. One of the 
most insidious of these is, “If 
it’s old, it has to be worth a 
lot!” Now this is simply not 
true. Low grade but readable 
Roman bronzes can be had for 
less than a dollar, as a case in 
point. 

Another misconception 
is the notion that a low mintage 
automatically commands a high 
price (with “low mintage” 
being a relative term). The rule 
to be applied is to consider how 
desirable a particular low 
mintage coin (or token) may be. 
If there is no market for it, the 
item will probably be worth 
less than hoped - consider the 
low mintage coins produced by 
the Franklin Mint in the 
eighties and the fact that they 
have not really blazed their way 
across the market. 

So, a few problems 
come together here. The first 
and foremost, I believe, has to 
do with grading. As noted

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earlier, there are excellent 
guides for grading Canadian 
and United States coins as well 
as for those of the United 
Kingdom (and most of the 
nations of Europe if you can 
read the language), but beyond 
these borders lurks a world of 
great subjectivity. The grading 
standards for these “orphans” 
would probably look like what 
the Charlton guide proposed for 
Canadian coins in about 1970. 

In short, I suppose I’m 
talking about eye appeal. If the 
buyer and seller agree on grade, 
then that almost seals the deal. 
If they don’t agree, and both 
sides are open to discussion, 
then it can be a true learning 
experience. 

Pricing has to be 
realistic, or, at least, it has to be 
seen as realistic by all the 
parties concerned. I suppose the 
operative question from the 
collector to the dealer is, “You 


know how much you have into 
it - how much will you take for 
it?” This is the give and take 
of the marketplace, and it 
frequently works out for the 
best. 

The thrust of this essay 
is not to say, “Stick to only 
what you know”, because that 
could be sad. A whole universe 
of numismatic adventures is 
out there, just waiting to be 
taken up. The next time a junk 
box presents itself, a coin just 
might be in there, which piques 
your curiosity, so why not take 
it home with you? Surely the 
price will be right, and the 
rewards could be much more 
than you would imagine. 

So, “Caveat emptor!” 
Let the buyer beware. You 
never know just what you 
might be letting yourself in for. 
It could be a lot more enjoyable 
and enlightening than you 
could ever imagine.

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Another Great Wonderful 
_Resource 

Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 
Russell Rulau, Standard Catalog of United States Tokens 
1700-1900, 4th Edition, lola: Krause Publications, 2004. 
$54.99 


E very so often a book 
comes along that is a 
“must have” because it 
covers just about everything in 
its field, and this offering is 
such a one. In sheer physical 
size, it is 1,200 pages in length 
and contains 5,000 black and 
white photographs. As you 
might have guessed, this is 
another in the “Manhattan 
phone book” series of 
publications. 

Russell Rulau, a 
Numismatic Literary Guild 
award winning author, has done 
an outstanding job of pulling 
together updated and revised 
pricing (in four condition 
grades), hundreds of new token 
listings, and an increased 
offering of detailed 
photographs. You might say 
that this is a magnum opus. 


The scope of the book is 
truly amazing. It begins with 
the colonial period, continues 
through the days of the 
Revolution., into the period of 
Hard Times, through the Civil 
War (including tokens and 
cardboard chits) and into late 
nineteenth-century trade tokens. 
In short, this is a compendium 
of all the American token 
publications issued by Krause. 

As an aside, when you 
check on-line booksellers for 
this item, it is highly regarded. 
The rating on Alibris is five 
stars out of five, and it is very 
easy to see why so many people 
like this book. In addition to the 
numismatic information and 
illustrations, it is eminently 
readable, a compendium of 
history. 

The level of detail is

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impressive, and here is a case in 
point. I grew up in a town west 
of Philadelphia, along the 
Schuylkill River. Mr. Rulau 
lists, and illustrates, a very 
early, very rare pair of tokens 
(6-1/4 cents and 12-1/2 cents) 
for the Feather Hotel, which he 
locates to an exact address, 
along with providing the 
pedigree of the owners, which 
was developed with the help of 
present-day members of the 
family. 

Getting off on the right 
foot, the book begins with a 
consideration of rarity ratings, 
which is absolutely necessary if 
you are coming to the world of 
tokens where known examples 
may be counted in single 
numbers instead of multi¬ 
millions. Also as part of the 
introduction are passages on 
types of private tokens, token 
makers and a list of die sinkers. 

The world of nineteenth- 
century tokens is filled with 
many common and exotic types. 
Many pieces are imitative of the 
U.S. large cent while others 
actually are large cnts but with 
counterstamps. And in the midst 


of advertising items for the 
everyday person are the very 
private and rare pieces issued 
by and for clubs at Harvard 
College. For collectors of 
items from their home towns, 
taking Massachusetts as an 
example, tokens were issued 
from the villages of the 
Berkshires to fishing towns 
along the Atlantic coast. 

Hard times tokens, and 
cardboard chits (like from the 
boat Sarah Louis out of Troy, 
New York, on the Troy and 
Ohio Line) are a source of 
constant fascination. Curiously 
enough there is a Harvard hard 
times token - for the town that 
was home to the Alcotts and 
their community at Fruitland 
not for the College. Such 
tokens may be the only 
contribution made to 
numismatics by many 
communities. 

In sum, this book is 
encyclopedic in coverage. It is 
devotedly researched, well 
written and lavishly illustrated. 
It gets the highest of 
recommendations, and if you 
are able to do so it is well 
worth the acquisition. A

ft Triple-Decker Treat 


Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

David C. Harper, ed. 2006 North American Coins & Prices, 
Fifteenth Edition. Iola: kp books, 2005. $17.99 


T here is a great deal to be 
found in this compact 
book. I was going to say 
“little book,” but at 595 pages 
that adjective is hardly appropri¬ 
ate. While most of the volume is 
given over to the prices of the 
coins of the United States, 
Canada and Mexico, it is what 
goes with these statistics which 
is interesting, because it begins 
with a series of essays about 
coins and coin collecting. 

The lead-off essay in the 
series, “History of United States 
Coinage,” is by Robert R. Van 
Ryzin. It begins in July of 1792, 
when the United States mint 
began production — of half- 
dismes struck on silver from 
plate provided by George Wash¬ 
ington. Then, in a backward 
glance, there is a very good 
overview of the early colonial 
coinages, namely the issue of 


1616 for the Sommer Islands 
(Bermuda), for the Massachu¬ 
setts series (1652-1658), and 
the issues of Lord Baltimore 
for Maryland (1658). 

It continues on into the 
later colonial issues of the 
Continental Congress and of 
the various states which coined 
coppers - Vermont, Connecti¬ 
cut, Massachusetts, New Jersey 
and New York. After a nod to 
the introduction in earnest of 
Federal coinage in 1793, it 
traces the development of our 
money through the influences 
of the gold rush in the 1850’s, 
the later silver frenzy and on to 
the present, concluding with a 
look at all of our mints over the 
years. 

The second essay, “ 
Manufacture of Money” by 
Alan Herbert discusses the nuts 
and bolts of how coins are

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actually produced - from 
preparing blanks, cutting dies, 
striking (with variety of tech¬ 
niques noted) and the special 
care that goes into proof coins. 

Next is a topic which I 
am sure is dear to the hearts of 
us all, “The Thrill of the Hunt” 
by A1 Doyle. It begins with a 
look at circulation finds, and 
contains the comment “Most 
collectors from 1935 into the 
1960’s got started in numismat¬ 
ics by sorting through circulat¬ 
ing coinage. It was worth it....” 
It goes on to wax wistfully over 
the scarcities and rarities that 
could be and were found in 
pocket change. It concludes 
with discussing the venues 
currently available for the chase 
- coin shops, coin shows and 
auctions. In my opinion, more 
could have been made over the 
impact of the Internet (particu¬ 
larly a site like eBay) on coin 
hunting. 

A very important topic, 
“The Grading Factor,” is pre¬ 
sented by Arlyn G. Sikes. Good 
textual descriptions accompany 
larger than life photographs of 
most major United States coins. 
This is a very helpful section. It 
would be nice if the concept 
were carried over to the coins of 
Canada. because the grading 


specifications of our neighbor to 
the north are significantly 
different from those applied to 
United States coins. And, 
unfortunately, there are no such 
guidelines for the coins of 
Mexico. 

David Harper returns 
with “Get a Map,” in which he 
discusses the directions that a 
collection might take, for 
instance by denomination, or 
type, or mint of issue. He does 
note the variety open to collec¬ 
tors of Canadian material - by 
monarch, or denomination, or 
by region (Upper Canada, 

Lower Canada, Quebec, the 
Maritimes). Mexico was left 
unconsidered, because, I sup¬ 
pose, of the vast number of foci 
available in the coins of that 
nation. 

In “Caring for Coins,” 
Alan Herbert compares the most 
common options - cardboard 
holders, plastic “flips,” tubes, 
hard plastic holders, and coin 
folders. Each storage method 
has its strengths and weaknesses 
and all are fairly treated. 

A section on numismatic 
organizations lists a number of 
options, and it wouldn’t hurt to 
mention them here - the Ameri¬ 
can Numismatic Association 
(ANA), the American Numis- 
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matic Society (ANS), the 
Canadian Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion (CAN) and the Sociedad 
Numismatica de Mexico. 
Contacts and addresses are 
given. It would be nice if 
somehow mention could be 
made of the major regional 
organizations, like NENA. 

But the “meat” of the 
book is the sections on prices by 
grade. For the United States the 
data begins with the colonial 
period and continues to the 
present, with nine grade levels 
ranging from Good-4 to Proof- 
65. One excellent feature is a 
selection of certain individual 
coins and the preparation of a 
graph plotting year and price. 
Some of these visuals can be 
very thought provoking. 


Canada is presented with 
mintage and grades from Fine- 
12 to Proof (no number). 
Mexico, with its complex 
coinage stretching from eigh¬ 
teenth-century cobs to provi¬ 
sional revolutionary issues to 
the coins of the present, has four 
grades from Fine to Uncircu¬ 
lated. 

In sum, this is a resource 
which would be valuable to a 
general collector, and certainly 
to those of us who have been 
coming across coins of our 
neighbors and wondering about 
them. And, last but not least, 
this is a great book for someone 
just getting started in numismat¬ 
ics. If you know a young 
numismatist or a new numisma¬ 
tist you want to give a gift to, 
then this book is it!

S ince the early 1930’s, the work of Sheldon Pond, published 
in the Numismatist and reprinted by the ANA about 1970, 
has been the reference for medals of the Massachusetts Bay 
Tercentenary in 1930. Robert Heath of Waltham, Massachusetts has just 
announced that he is compiling an update to include all Massachusetts 
Bay Tercentenary exonumia. 

With permission from the ANA, this new catalog will include 
most of Mr. Pond’s notes and many items discovered in the past 75 
years.
